Word came from the hotel suite 
where the internationally known spec- 
ulator was in seclusion that factor 
and his associates conferred with 
Murray Humphries and Joe Fusco, 
titular heads of tlhe Capone gang, ap- 
parently seeking their aid to contact 
the abductors. 

Meanwhile, police said they had 
been asked to “ease up’ on activities 
while attempts were made to nbego- 
tiate with the kidnapers. Factor, 
they said, was fearful harm might 
befall the youth. 

Police said that Factor—distraught 
over his son's abduction—was near a 
nervous breakdown. 

Jerome, a Northwestern University 
student, was kidnaped Wednesday 
night and Factor said $100,000 in 
ransom had been asked, a sum he 
said be was unable to pay. 

Two ransom notes were received 
since the youth was spirited away 
from his South Side home where he 
lived with his mother, Factor's first 
wile.

FARLEY 10 RETAIN 
ALL POSTMASTERS 
UNTIL TERMS END 


Administration Plans No 

Shakeup in Ranks of 
Those Whose Work Is 
Satisfactory. 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 

WASHINGTON, April 16.—Geor- 
gia postmasters whose terms have not 
yet expired and who are performing 
efficient and loyal service. may cease 


to worry over reports that the new 
administration contemplates ousting 
them from their jobs immediately. 

Taking cognizance of such reports, 
Postmaster-General James A. Farley 
gave assurance in a formal statement 
today that all postmasters now ren- 
dering good service will be permitted 
to continue on until their terms ex- 

ire. 

. At the same time he declared that 
the Roosevelt administration had no 
intention of abandoning civil service 
examinationg in the selection of can- 
didates for postmastership appoint- 
ments. Such examinations will con- 
tinue but it is probable that a new 
set of rules and regulations will be 
promulgated for selecting the list of 
eligiblés. 

Heretofore the civil service com- 
mission after an examination, has cer- 
tified a list of three eligibles of ap- 
pointment as postmasters in the pres- 
idential grades. It may be that this 
will be changed to provide for a larger 
number of eligibles. 

Postmaster-General Farley  an- 
nounced that a study is uow being 
made under the direction of First As- 
sistant Postmaster-General Joseph C. 
O’Mahoney of the manner in which 
examinations have been made in the 
past. After the survey is completed 
the results will be submitted to the 
civil service commission, with the re- 
quest that that body promulgate the 
rules and regulations which are to 
prevail in the Roosevelt administra- 
tion. He did not indicate what the 
rules might be. : 

In denying reports that the admin- 
istration might abandon civil service 
examination for. postmaster appoint- 
ment, the postmaster-general directed 
attention to the fact that the civil 
service system was firmly entrenched 
under a democratic administration 
and it was a democratic president who 
placed in the hands of the commission 
the task of examining applicants for 
post masters. 

“The first thing I want to say 
about the postmastership situation jis 
very simple,” Mr. Farley declared. 
“No incumbent whose term has not 
yet expired and who has been render- 
ing loyal and efficient service to the 
government, need have the slightest 
fear of removal. It will be the policy 
of the postoffice department to allow 
every efficient postmaster to fill out 
his term. 

“Those postmasters whose terms 
have expired, however, may naturally 
‘expect their successors to be appoint- 
ed just as soon as the department 

finds it possible in the conduct of 
good business to do so. 

“There have been numerous reports 
‘in the press attributing to me and to 
‘the administration an intention to 
‘abandon civil service examinations in

Along with the rest of the civilized 
world, Atlanta Sunday. worshipped in 
the varied ways of many denomina- 
tions and creeds the resurrection from 


the tomb some 1,900 years ago. 

Churches were packed. New bon- 
nets and new gowns adorned many 
of the worshippers, though in many 
a congregation there were patched 
trousers and a hat that was in vogue 
many seasons since. There were 
thoughts of other Easters when the 
world wasn’t in such a fog. to be sure. 
but the spirit with which thousands 
of voices lifted song praises to heaven 
was still the spirit of joy and triumph. 

_ From the early masses to the eve- 
ning services, members and non-mem- 
bers paraded to and from the places 
of worship. Before and afterwards 
many of them paraded just because 
they loved to parade. Others who did 
not go to church joined the ‘throngs 
that jauntily walked to and fro in 
observance of another Easter. The 
weather was ideal. 

Dozens of aged and infirm people 
were carried to church by cabs of the 
Black and White Cab Company. 
Limousines and ancient models. most 
of them with sparkling new $3 tags, 
vied with eac. other and the street 
cars were crowded during the morning 
hours. 

Quaint rites featured some of the 
services. Fraternal orders held their 
own particular rituals. Old world 
customs were brought to Atlanta for 
the day and the children again heard 
the many myths and lore about rab- 
bits and Easter eggs. 

Elaborate ceremonies marked the 
observance of the day by Atlanta’s 
colony of Greeks. Jews observed the 
day with their own customs and 
ideals. Italians and Spaniards wor- 
shipped according to the customs of 
their land while Christian Chinese and 
Japanese worshipped with their 
American brothers.

Millions Throng Churches 
of All Nations To Cele- 
brate Christ’s Res- 
urrection.

Christendom yesterday celebrated 
the 1900th anniversary of the resur- 
rection of Christ. Churches of America 


were crowded with solemn worshippers 
as Kaster carols mingled with prayers 
and sermons. 

In Jerusalem—the Holy City— 
pilgrims from over the world were 
favored with sunny. weather while 
church bells pealed out the glad tid- 
ings—““The Christ is risen.” Services 
there were simple. 

Pope Pius XI addressed 100,000 per- 
sons massed in St. Peter's square in 
Rome—the Eternal City—and for the 
first time in 63 years the pontiff of 
the Roman church imparted the Easter 
benediction to his diocese as the faith- 
ful knelt in reverence. 

Easter services in the United States 
started with sun rise gatherings in 
many parts of the nation. Inclement 
and threatening weather in several 
sections failed to prevent churches 
from having overflow cro~ds. 

Metropolitan streets as usual dis- 
played Easter finery—shrouded by um- 
brellas to protect it from drizzles in 
Chicago and Washington—as worship- 
pers paraded to churches. 

Washington saw a dreary Easter 
from the weather standpoint and 
youngsters expecting to attend the an- 
nual White House Easter egg roll to- 
day were gloomy at the weathermans 
forecast of probable showers. Even 
the capital’s famed cherry blossoms 
were dimmed and drooping. 

President Roosevelt and Mrs. Roose- 
velt were in a front »ew at the Wash- 
ington cathedral to hear Bishop James 
E. Freeman. Earlier Mrs. Roosevelt 
attended a sunless “sunrise’ service 
conducted by the Kuights Templar. 

Some 30,000 Chicagoans massed on 
the lake front at the Century of Prog- 
ress grounds for daybreak worship. 

Near San Francisco about 5,000 
persons climbed the steep sides of Mt. 
Davidson before dawn—symbolic of 
the journey of Christ's followers to 
Calvary the third day after the cruci- 
fixion—to hold services.

“SHOWDOWN” DUE 
IN SENATE TODAY 


Wheeler and Long Will 
Lead Fight for Expan- 
sion Through Opening 
Doors to Silver.

WASHINGTON, April 16.—(UP) 
A compact group of senators mus- 
tered their strength tonight for a su- 
preme’test in the senate tomorrow 
to determine whether America shall 
seek. economic salvation by inflation 
of the currency. 

It is doubtful whether any more 
important issue has been brought to 
the floor of congress this session, for 
the outcome either will keep the 
United States on the narrow path of 
a rigid, unbending dollar or send it 


out along the road to cheaper money. }- 


Slogans and theories of the mauve 
decade when Admiral Dewey was a 
hero and Theodore Roosevelt was a 
lieutenant colonel of volunteers in the 
Spanish-American War have been car- 
ried out of the past and pressed into 
service again. 

The cry of “16-to-1" will be raised 
again even though its author, William 
Jennings Bryan, lies dead in Arling- 
ton national cemetery. Another ag- 
gressive, eloquent westerner will take 
up the torch where Bryan dropped it, 
when Senator Burton K. Wheeler, 
democrat, of Montana, rises to press 
for enactment of an amendment which 
would authorize the coinage of silver 
at the ratio of 16 to 1 to gold. 


Bryan's theories and _ philosophy 
have endured in the silver-producing 
states of the Rocky mountains, and 
Wheeler will voice them tomorrow. 

He will seek to have his amend- 
ment attached to the Roosevelt farm 
relief bill. Leaders on both sides of 
the chamber predicted Wheeler’s de- 
feat tonight. 

Wheeler’s is only one of the many 


inflation proposals up for senate con-| 990.000 


sideration. Senator Huey Long, dem- 
ocrat, of Louisiana, said tonight. he 
would insist on consideration tomor- 
row of his amendment to the farm 
bill providing for -government pur- 
chase of silver with the fssuance of 
Currency against the metal. 

If the Wheeler and Long amend- 
ments are defeated the next attack 
will come from the republican pro- 
gressives. Senator Frazier has a bill 
which he hopes to substitute for the 
farm relief measure. It calls fer the 
government to issue between $8,000,- 
000,000 and $9,000,000,000 in bonds 
to refinance farm mortgages. Pro- 
vision is made for issuance of cur- 
rency against the bonds. 

Others expected to bulk larg® in 
the attack of the inflationists are 
Senators Thomas, democrat, of Okla- 
homa, and Bankhead, democrat, of 
Alabama. ' 

Long gave out.a warning tonight 
that the forthcoming economic con- 
ference must not interfere with “our 
plans for building up a sound mone- 
tary system.”

WASHINGTON, April 16.—(4)— 
President Roosevelt hopes this week 
to lay before congress the long-delayed 
program for reorganizing the govern- 
mental structure as a major step in 
his move toward a balanced budget. 

Shearing the government of what 
the administration classifies as “lux- 
uries,’ the encompassing program is 
expected by its designers to produce 
at least $350,000,000 in economies 
during the 1934 fiscal year, in addi- 
tion to an estimated slash of $670,- 
000,000 already effected. 

Alongside other plans for taking 
the red ink out of the federal budget, 
the money saving and getting plans 
are intended to round up more than 
a billion dollars, as follows: 

Veterans’ expenses savings, $4950,- 


000.000. 
Federal salary cuts, $120,000,000. 
Savings on direct expenses, $350,- 


Additional revenue from beer, $150,- 


In addition, the administration al- 
ready ig moving for a re-enactment 
of the ‘one-cent a gallon gasoline tax. 
The 31934 budget estimates su 
mitted by President Hoover to the 
last congress totaled approximately 
$4,000,000,000. They provided for the 
actual running expenses of the gov- 
ernment and included the $725,000,- 
000 interest on the public debt, which 
is irreducible. Deducting’ this’ item 
from the total estimates would leave 
$3,275,000,000 in current expenditures 
as the figure from which reductions 
could be made. 

Should the savings contemplated 
reach their goal, the chief executive 
would have more than fulfilled ‘his 
campaign pledges of cutting off 25 
per cent. However, the purposed 
economies lift from the operating 
budget much of the public works pro- 
gram which is to be taken care of 
in large bond issues. 

Under the drastic economy program 
which has been directed by Lewis W. 
Douglas, director of the budget, not a 
department or an agency Is to escape 
the knife. In most cases each execu- 
tive head was given a tentative figure 
toward which to work, generally more 
than the 25 per cent gross economy 
that was planned. 

It is understood that the program 
has been whipped together and will be 
ready for the president’s scrutiny this 
week, Since he has been kept abreast 
of both the progress and the opposi- 
tion that has developed. it is not ex- 
pected to lie long on his desk before 
going to congress. There, with a two- 
thirds vote of each house necessary 
to block the proposed shifts, its ac- 
ceptance is considered likely.

INFLATION ISSUE 
CAUSES DISQUIET 


Backwash From Interests 
Involved Tends To Block 
Progress on Measures 
Now Before Lawmakers.

WASHINCTON, april 16.—(UP) 
President Roosevelt is expected to act 
this week to stir congress out of a 
comparative stalemate that is holding 
up his economic program and threat- 
ening to prolong the session until well 
into summer. 

The national legislative body has 
slowed down to a trot just as Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has enlarged his pros- 
pective program to include a species 
of national planning embracing a 
shorter work week, mimimum wages 
and controlled production, with some 
sort of inflation in contemplation. 

There are two reasons why con- 
gress has halted the dizzy pace with 
which it put through the president's 
early emergency measures. 


Backwash From Interests. 


A backwash has set in against sev- 
eral measures now pending from in- 
terests involved. This explains the 
differences of view that have delayed 
action on the farm bill pending in 
the senate and have bottled up others 
in committee, including the Glass 
banking reform measure and the “blue 
sky” securities bill. Likewise the 


several days, is still involved in con- 
troversy with its submission to con- 
gress now indeterminate, according to 
Chairman Clarence C. Dill, of the 
Senate interstate commerce commit- 
tee, who is co-operating with admin- 
istration officials in drafting it, 

The other reason for the sudden 
hesitancy of congress to push vigor- 
ously forward is a restiveness that 
has developed over the inflation issue. 
which will come to its first test in 
the senate tomorrow when numerous 
amendments proposed to the farm bill 
for this purpose will come to a’ vote. 
Many members of congress, reacting 
to word from their constituencies, es- 
pecially in the west and south, re- 
gard some inflation to boost prices 
as the mam issue and are losing in- 
terest in other matters. 

Studies Methods. 

President Roosevelt is well aware 

of this feeling and now is studying 
various methods to make more money 
and credit available. He will con- 
tinue conferences on this s*bject this 
week and may be forced to reveal 
his purposes soon because of the rest- 
lessness in congress. 
The administration will make its 
first move to break the legislative 
jam ,tomorrow when senate Majority 
Leader Joseph T. Robinson will seek 
to get the Black five-day week, six- 
hour day bill, which already has 
‘passed the senate, dislodged from the 
snarl which has held it in the sen- 
ate for several days. Robinson said 
today he will press for a vote on -the 
pending motion to reconsider this 
measure offered by Senator Park 
Trammel], democrat, Florida. 

It is about this bill that President 
Roosevelt expects to build part of 
his new program to spread employ- 
ment. Secretary of Labor Frances 
Perkins has suggested to the house 
labor committee, which will have 
charge of the measure, methods where- 
by a minimum wage might be written 
into this bill. She also has recom- 
mended more elasticity in enforcement 
of its provisions, :

Persons of 19 yeare of age lead the 
nation’s crime parade, and automo- 
bile stealing is their most widespread 
offense, the department of justice an- 
nounced tonight. 

It compiled its figures from finger- 
print cards received by the bureau 
of investigation for the first thrre 
months of 1933. 

The second largest group is made 
up of persons between 19 and 21. 

“The following figures,” reads the 
bureau’s report, “shows the percent- 
age of the total number of persons 
arrested who were under 21 years 


of age: 

“Auto theft, 45.8 per cent. 

“Burglary, 38.8 per cent. 

“Robbery, 27.9 per cent.

Thirsty of Savannah See Oasis 
Just Across the State Line 


SAVANNAH, Ga., April 16.—Arid 
Savannah is. expecting to be consid- 
erably moistened through the “action 
of the general assembly of South Caro- 
lina in making it legal to sell 3.2 per 
cent beer in that state. For Savan- 
nah is but two rivers removed from 
South Carolina and there is a splen- 
did highway leading into the mewly 
created oasis, 

It will be but a 15-minute drive 
from the city hall of Savannah to 
what promises to be a great center 
of supply, for liquid refreshments in 
the state. This promised source of 
supply to Savannah is known as the 
Old Mill and it stands beside the 
main highway. 

In the old days when rice was one 
of the principal products of this sec- 
tion, the rice mill was the scene of 
marked industrial activity. It stood 
in the center of a great and produc- 
tive rice plantation and was employ- 
ed in hulling rice which was shipped 
to every quarter of the world. 

For several years after the war 
the lands were also cultivated, but 
within the past several years there 
has been no rice grown and the old 
mill wore a deserted Jook and pre- 
sented a forlorn appearance. It was 
inaccessible. ‘There was no bridge 
across the Savannah river anywhere 
close to it and no highway within 
several miles. The old owners of the 
property had been content to ferry 
over to Savannah when they wanted 
to reach mainland and return in the 
same way. 

Then came the magic of quick trans- 
portation from Savannah into South 
Carolina. Modern bridges were built 
and a paved highway extended to the 
Savannah river line. And later this 
pavement was piercing the state of 
South Carolina. & 

So things began to pick up in the 
immediate vicinity of the Old Mill. 
Somebody leased it for a dancing 
place and as a center of eating and 
indulging in soft drinks. Within the 
past few months it has been operated 
in an indifferent way, caring for 
those who wished to buy temperance 
drinks and dance a little. Its restau- 
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rant was operated when there was 
any call for its services. 

Later things began to perk up a 
bit. It became rumored that South 
Carolina was going to let the bars 
down so far as 3.2 per cent beer was 
concerned. Everybody accepted this 
as meaning that the once deserted 
mill site was to become a center of 
marked activity for the thirsty. 


There has come a marked change 
in the vicinity of the Old Mill. What 
six months ago was looked upon as 
being a doubtful business proposition 
is now pointed to as a coming ‘gold 
mine.” It is announced that beer can 
be secured there just as soon as a 
supply can be had from the already 
overworked breweries of. the country. 
A Savannah orchestra is to be en- 
gaged and there will be regular nights 
for dancing and dining at this mecca 
which sits so close to the Georgia arid 
desert. 

The Old Mill promises to become 
a popular place for Savannah ban- 
quets and dances and entertainments. 
The ride is not a great distance, the 
roads are smooth and wide and the 
legal aspects of the case are all that 
can be desired. 

While the Old Mill will be the near- 
ést and best known of the beer sta- 
tions in South Carolina, it is expect- 
ed there will be others established 
within easy autoing distance of Sa- 
vannah, There are Hardeeville and 
Ridgeland and Bluffton and even 
Beaufort within distance of those who 
think a drink of good beer is worth 
a ride over a good road. It is antici- 
pated there will be many parties of 
Savannahans and other south Geor- 
gians to pay visits to these centers 
where beer can be sold as freely as 
is soda water or any other temper- 
ance beverage. '

We 
have further seen the tail-end of the 
fighting in the Riff when 150,000 
Irenchmen, led by 180 generals and 
two marshals of France, broke the re- 
sistance of Abd-el Krim, who had 
taken it into his head that the French 
have no business in his country. It 
meant more machine guns rattling and 
far more human beings toppling over. 
Then came that week of civil war in 
Vienna, with piles of corpses in the 
streets. Next the attack of the Arabs 
ou the Jews in Palestine in 1929, most 
dreadful experience, although not as 
sanguinary as the repression of the 
Druse revolt near Damascus a few 
years earlier, which netted us as an 
interested spectator a bullet in the 
seat of our pants. The last show was 
the revolution in Madrid, bloodless 
and joyous and now the so-called nazi 
revolution in Germany. Of course, 
there is no question of a revolution, A 
revolution is an act whereby the con- 
trol of the state changes hands from 
one class into the hands of another 
class. 

The French revolution put an end 
to feudalism and brought the bourgeois 
to power. Kerensky’s revolution did 
the same in Russia. The bolshevik 
revolution took the power away from 
the burgess and put the proletariat in 
power. In Germany there was no such 
change. Hitler’s advent merely means 
the affigmation, with the emphasis on 
the “firm,” the affirmation of a bur- 
gess dictatorship.

Aguinaldo Attacks 
Independence Plans 


MANILA, P. I., April 17.—(Mon- 
day.) —.4)—General Emilio Aguinal- 
do, former insurrecto leader, now an 
opponent of; the Hawes-Cutting in- 
dependence act, spoke in Bulacan 
province today attacking the measure 
which was passed by congress over 
the veto of former President Hoover. 

Declaring changes in the Hawes- 
Cutting act are imperative to make it 
acceptable to Filipinos, he said provi- 
sions reserving naval bases in the 
islands which he termed useless for 
defensive purposes, would _ inhibit 
plans for neutralization of the islands.

BOOM IS FORESEEN 
IN HOME BUILDING 


Flow of Money Into Mort- 
gage Field Seen in Wake 
of Roosevelt’s Action. 


CHICAGO, April 16—A)—A new 
flow of mortgave money after a three- 
vear deadlock is foreseen by building 
and loan associations which hold more 
than half the existing mortgages on 
American homes. 

That assertion, made today. by 
Ward 3B. Whitlock, president of the 
United States Building and Loan 
League, wes based on the new Roose- 
velt proposal for relief of home own- 
ers by a gigantic refinancing pro- 
gram, . 

The league estimates a2 maximum 
of $2.000,000,000 is needed for “dis- 
tress” cases of families which have 
borrowed more than present incomes 
will permit them to repay, and at 
least $5.000,000,C00 for refinancing 
of short term home mortgages now or 
soon due for renewal. 

“The emergency institution to_ be 
called the Home Owners’ Loan Cor- 
poration,” Whitlock said, “is not de- 
signed to take every mortgage in the 
country. That point should be clear 
at the outset. ee 

“There are many families which 
have borrowed more than present in- 
comes will permit them to pay back 
immediately. These are distress 
cases and it is believed a maximum 
of $2.000,000,000 will care for them. 

“But that is only one side of the 
home financing problem. 

“The large portion of home mort- 
gages are in sound condition, but or- 
dinary sources of mortgage money 
have substantially dried up. Because 
of this, millions of short-term mort- 
gages—where the borrower is solvent 
and able to keep up carrying charges 
—are coming due for renewal, and 
renewal funds cannot be had. 

“The president’s proposal includes 
a move to prime the pump for the 
flow of capital into.the mortgage field 
so these problems can be solved also. 

Proposed formation of federal sav- 
ings and loan associations in commue 
nities not served by local home financ- 
ing institutions, Whitlock said, would 
involve “much the same principle as 
that by which rehabilitation of bank- 
ing facifties in hundreds of commu- 
nities has been pushed by the fed- 
eral government's participation in 
stock ownership.” 

“The real impetus toward more 
mortgage money in this plan,” he said, 
‘lies in the fact that the administra- 
tion has thus placed its sanction of 
approval on. local home financing 
agencies, 

“Under this sanction we can ex- 
pect increased investments in_ the 
11.443 existing building and loan as- 
sociations, which make only long-time 
mortgages, from the timid money 
which has been holding back from 
investment. 

“Coupled with funds available from 
the federal home loan banks, these 
new investments should mean a real 
flow of mortgage money after a stand- 
still for pi@actically three years.”

WASHINGTON, April 16.—(4)— 
While Chicago police and underworld 
leaders were searching for his son, 
attorneys for John “Jake the Barber” 
Factor tonight prepared to fight be- 
fore the supreme court tomorrow 4a 
lower court order that he be extra- 
dited to England to answer charges 
of swindling. : 

Factor’s legal representatives were 
silent tonight as to the kidnaping, 
but intimation was given from among 
them that they would be informed of 
late developments before’ entering 
court tomorrow. 

The supreme court also has set 
down for hearing tomorrow or dur- 
ing the week other cases affecting 
both Chicago and New York and their 
surrounding territories.

IN “SCOTTSBORO’ CASE 


Defense Slated To Ask 
Venue Change in Weems 
Trial Today. 


DECATUR, Ala., April 16.—()— 
A new movement to transfer the 
Scottsboro case from north Alabama 
tonight appeared certain as attorneys, 
witnesses and veniremen gathered for 
the trial of Charlie Weems, 22, sec- 
ond of nine negroes indicted in the 
Scottsboro case to face retrial. 

Weems’ trial was set for tomorrow 
in Morgan circuit court under a 
change of venue from Jackson county 
where he and seven companions were 
convicted and sentenced to death two 
years ago. 

Joseph R. Brodsky, of New York, 
employed by the International Labor 
Defense in behalf of the negroes, 
when Weems was arraigned April 
8, asked for a continuance to gather 
evidence to support a motion for a 
change of venue, 

To this Samuel 8S. Leibowitz, of 
New York, chief of defense counsel, 
last night in New York added the 
-word that a change of venue, “prob- 
ably to Mobile,” would be asked on 
the grounds that prejudice h-:re,would 
prevent a fair trial. 

None of the defense attorneys had 
arrived late this afternoon and the 
negroes still were confined in jail at 
Birmingham. The attorneys were ex- 
pected in time for the opening of 
court at 8:30 a. m. tomorrow, and 
the negroes probably will be brought 
here before that hour. 

National guardsmen from Hartselle, 
who maintained order during the trial 
of Patterson, already were here ready 
to take up their duties again. 
Attorney General Thomas KE. 
Knight Jr., directing the prosecution. 
has announced that he will oppose 
motions fer a continuance, change of 
venue, or motion to quash the venire. 
“The state is ready,” he said, “and 
our witnesses are prepared to be 
here.” : 

Weems was arraigned on an indict- 
ment charging him with attacking 
Mrs. Victoria Price, Huntsville mill

1929, ogether with Messrs. Michael 
T. Gottleib, John P. Mattheys and 
Harry Raffel, he executed a brilliant 
squeeze on the very last hand of the 
tournament tc cinch the match for 
himself and hi; teammates. That his 
defense is as good as his offense is 
amply proved by the following hand, 
which was defended by him in the 
eastern chan:pionships, recently held 
at the Hutel Roosevelt in New York 
city. Mr. Langdon’s quickness in 
choosing a discard accounted for the 
defeat of an urbeatable contract.

The only bid open to criticism is 
the final fvuur-spade bid by North. 
Actually, this bid is very fine, as 
South’s rebid of the suit, ¢ven though 
delayed, shows five cards, and the 
two onors must serve as fillers. The 
hand, as a whole, is too weak to ex- 
pect a game in a minor suit, and a 
final no-trump contract is too danger- 
ous on account of the doubleton heart. 
Mr. Langdon’s Opening lead was 
the 5 of hearts, which was won by 
Declarer with the Ace. Forced to 
draw ‘1umps, South led two rounds 
of spades, Mr Langdon winning the 
second vound with the Ace. He cash- 
ed the King of hearts and followed 
with the 10, which was ruffed by 
Declarer. The King of spades was 
the next lead. and Mr. Langdon now 
proved his right to inclusion among

the masters. He discarded the dia- 
mond 3, reasoning that his partner 
originally held four spades and would 
be forced to follow on one more round 
of that suit. 

The normal player would have dis- 
carded his two hearts, but this, Mr. 
Langdon knew, would only insure the 
success of the contract. To discard a 
heart first and then follow with a 
diamond would only aid Declarer, and 
if this player was to be deceived at 
all, it must be through the immediate 
discard. A club discard, of course, 
could not be considered, as. this was 
almost certain to establish the entire 
suit in Dummy. 

Mr. Langdon's reasoning proved 
correct. On the next lead of spades 
he falsecarded the heart 8, still hold- 
ing up the 4-spot, and Declarer, con- 
fident that he could lose but one 
more trick, now ran 3 club tricks in 
Dummy and then finessed the dia- 
mond. ‘The appearance of Mr. Lang- 
don’s King of diamonds proved a 
great shock. to him, as did the fact 
that the last two tricks were won 
with a heart and a club.

Knitting Bags Hold Sewing and Mending, Too

Lois and Nancy were knitting in 
their spare moments. They knitted 
afghan blocks from left-over wool. 
These blocks were given to the local 
charities organizations who made 
them up into coverings for some of 
the dependent families. 

Then Lois was knitting some 
bootees. And Nancy started a bed 
spread, She wanted to have one for 
a four-poster bed which her mother 
promised her she might have. 

Not only was the knitting a re- 
laxation, but it was rather decorative 
occupation since both Nancy and Lois 
made special’ knitting bags. 

One of Nancy’s was made of fine 
gingham in shades of tan and brown. 
It was made of patchwork pieces as 


shown here. The lining was of tan 
or buff, a shade darker than the 
light patches. Whalebone was put in 
the casing at the top. The large 
triangles were cut 2 1-2 by 5 inches. 

There were 20 light ones and 16 
dark ones. 

The small triangles at the sides 
were cut 1 3-4 by 3 1-2 inches. There 
are eight light and eight dark ones. 
The lining is made separately. shaped 
like the pieced outer part. The han- 
dles are applied. This pattern was 
one which Nancy received from Mrs. 
Lamb, of West Dover, Otio. 

Another bag, one of, the two which 
Lois used, was made of squares of 
cotton material. In one bag the 
squares were all cut the same size. 
In the other there were two sizes, 
one large square for the joining blocks 
and four small squares for the pieced 
block. 

Both of these had whalebone run 
into the casing at the top. The han- 
dles were of material which had been 
doubled and applied on the inside of 
bag top.

| Fantastic “Ring | Kong” 


Thrills Patrons at Fox 


Dreams induced by injudicious 
midnight eating may have brought 
you visions similar to scenes in 
“King Kong,” but you may be sure 
that you never encountered these 
things in any normal waking moment, 
in a theater or out. So when you 
visit the Fox this week one thing is 
certain: You will see a picture such 
as you never saw before. 

You may be thrilled by the swift 
and fantastic action, and if you are 
you will be among the majority. You 
may be amazed by the mechanical 
wonders which make the impossible 
come true. Some few of you m-y not 


be interested one way or the other, 
though in this attitude you will find 
little company. At any rate yo. may 
be certain that you are seeing a pic- 
ture that stands, for the moment, at 
least, unique among all films. This 
film starts where its predecessors 
stopped in the field of trick photog- 
raphy and fantastic melodrama. 
Doubtless widespread publicity has 
familiarized you with the story of 
the 50-foot ape, Kong, which rules an 
island inhabitated by mesozoic mon- 
sters but is made captive by a ba:d 
of movie-making adventurers after he 
is lured into their reach by his 
strange yen for the beauteous actress 
who accompanies them. ‘Then. when 
back in New York, he escapes aad re- 
captures the girl, coming to his end 
in a battle with airplanes as he 
stands atop the Empire State tower. 
And the last line of the big fellow’s 
epitaph, like that of many a muscle 
lad before him, should read “—but 
he was a sucker for a blonde.” 
The story, as you can see, is flimsy 
and it is none too well presented. 
To criticise the picture on this score, 
however, would be akin to deriding a 
circus or any other spectacle, for its 
poor plot. 

The fight on the tower is, of 
course, the climax of the mad ka- 
leidoscope, but many of the preceding 
scenes, including Kong's struggles 
with various giant reptiles, his wreck- 
ing of a native village and later his 
attack on an elevated train, all are 
amazingly realistic and, perhaps, hint 
at many photographic miracles of 
which his is only the first. 

The secondary highlight of the pro- 
gram is the introduction of Jimmy 
Beers’ own tune, “Cargo of Love.” 
As played by Mr. Beers on the big or- 
gan and sung by Ellis Williams, ten- 
or, with the enthusiastic assistance 
of the paying clientele, this song is 
highly pleasing. The lyrics, which 
were written by The Constitution’s 
Ralph T. Jones, are different and fit 
splendidly with the score. 

The usual complement of news and 
comedy round out the bill.

|Girls’ High Student Wins 


With Essay for Pedigree 


Miss Hilda Perry Writes 
Impressions of Vitamin 
D Milk After Visit to 
Atlanta Plant. 


Two aspiring, attentive end ob- 
serving young journalists of Girls’ 
High school have been awarded prizes 
for essays which they prepared fol- 
lowing a tour of the plant of Pedigree 
Dairies. The essay which Miss Hilda 
Perry, of 700 Plum street, N. W., 
wrote when she returned from_a visit 
to the pasteurizing plant won for her 
the first prize, which is an ice cream 
cake, identical to the one which was 
presented by Pedigree Dairies to 
President Roosevelt on his birthday. 

Miss Anne Holland, of 435 Robin- 
son avenue, S. E., wrote the essay 
which was judged to be second best 
of a large number of _ exceptional 
efforts, 


The girls were among a group of 
Girls’ High school students who were 
conducted on a tour of the Pedigree 
pasteurizing plant at 165 Haynes 
street, S. W., by Mrs. Lula M. 
Hutchins, the Pedigree hostess. 


At the plant, B. B. George, general 
manager, told the girls that Pedigree 
had introduced a new milk in Atlanta, 
the new Pedigree Vitamin D milk. 
This feature of their tour made such 
an impression on the youthful scribes 
that they all adopted it as the sub- 
jects of their essays, stressing the 
healthful aspects of the pasteurized 
milk and the anti-rachitic activity of 
the natural Vitamin D concentrate 
which ia extracted directly from cod 
liver oil and is added to the milk. 


Miss Perry’s essay, which was 
judged to be the best because she 
presented more facts and handled 
them in an interesting way, follows:

“Milk contains lime in _ sufficient 
quantity for bone building, but the 
ability of the human being to utilize 
this lime in the building of bones and 
teeth is dependent on the presence of 
Vitamin D. Ordinary cow milk con- 
tains a very small amount of this ele- 
ment; therefore cod liver oil is used 
to supplement this (defect. Dr. 
Zucker, of Columbia University, after 
10 years of experimentation, has suc- 
cessfully extracted Vitamin D in an 
odorless and tasteless form from cod 
liver oil. He named this Vitamin D 
extract ‘Vitex.’ 

“Grade A dairies in the vicinity of 
Atlanta furnish Pedigree Dairies with 
rich, pure milk. They were selected 
because of their modern equipment 
and sanitary facilities. Rules of rigid 
sanitation must be observed. Each 
cow is inspected daily, thoroughly 
cleaned and bathed before each milk- 
ing. The housing equipment for milk- 
ing is carefully ventilated and cleaned. 
The diet of the cow is given special 
attention as to quantity, quality, and 
variety of food ration. Each employe 
must submit to a periodical physical 
examination.

NEW YORK, April 16.—(7)-—~ 
Under the spur of higher commodity 
prices and smart increases in retail 
sales, automobile and steel production, 
business made an encouraging ad- 
vance on a wide front during the 
past week. 

The 3.2 per cent legislation con- 
tinues to make its influence felt in 
the statistics. The second week of 
legal beer apparently finds Publie en- 
thusiasm 1 diminished for the prod- 
uct, and increased employment has 
resulted in many centers. 

In full swing, too, during the P..3t 
seven-day period. was the administra- 
tion’s reforestation plan which tended 


to improve the employment picture, 
but the unsettled farm relief program 
was delaying the progress made gen- 
erally in agricultural regions. 

The rebound last week of steel 
operations was viewed as particularly 
heartening, reflecting as it does the 
increased activity of general trade 
and particularly the automotive in- 
dustry. 

Steel production at 20 1-2 per cent 
of capacity—a lift of 3 points—rep- 
resents the highest point touched duz- 
ing many weeks, and indications are 
that a further gain of a poi.t or two 
will be registered during the coming 
week, according to the magazine Steel. 

Forerunners of slightly improved 
railroad buying of steel were also evi- 
dent. In local transportation circles 
the belief is growing that the admin- 
istration s railroad program will in- 
volve the scrapping of a substantial 
amount of equipment and its replace- 
ment. Such an objective would fit 
into the government’s policy of pro- 
viding more work, 

_A cross-section of automotive ac- 
tivity shows that the industry is en- 
joying the combined effects of the 
spring demand and improved bankinz 
conditions. Thousands of employes 
are being recalled by the leading fac- 
tories, and many plants are workinz 
overtime. 

Electric power production showed a 
smaller than seasonal decline. While 
the output of 1,399,367,000 kilowatt 
hours was slightly below the previous 
week, the figure was significant in 
that it represented a decline of only 
4.5 per cent under the corresponding 
week a year ago, the fourth *eek 
when the rate of decrease showed 
improvement. 

Car loadings for the week ended 
April 8 were 487,296 cars, a drop cf 
7,292 cars from the preceding week 
but this was about seasonal and rep- 
resented little change in the status 
of. recognized index figures. 

Extraordinary activity was 
ported in retail trade centers, with 
the volume the largest since the 
Christmas shopping season. While 
sales of the cheaper grades of mer- 
chandise were well to the fore, the de- 
mand for quality goods picked up 
briskly toward the close of the East- 
er shopping period.
